The Romulus Community Schools 
has announced its policy for free and 
reduced-price school meals for children 
unable to pay the full price of meals 
served under the National School Lunch 
and School Breakfast Program. 

The charts above identify the house- 
hold size and income criteria that will be 
used for determining eligibility for the 
program. Children from households with 


incomes at or below the levels shown 


are eligible for free or reduced-price 
school meals. 

Application forms are being sent to 
allhomes, along with a letter to parents/ 
guardians. To apply for free or reduced- 
price meals, a household should fill out 
the form and return it to the appropriate 
school. 

Additional copies of the application 
form are available at the principal's of- 
fice in each school.
